A^Bostoti newspaper thinks the farmers are responsible for 


the restrided use oHhe parcel post in this particular field: It 
says they .'CJemand^ retail prices -foHheir products when-deliv-i 
ered by mail, and thinks 'they ought (cr.be.-sa.tisfied with some- 
thing less. The correctness of this' view is! questioned by a 
Maiiie" newspaper, .whiclij being published in j farming fe- 
gio'nVis-nalui'ally in symp'athyvw,itlr;the tillers of the soil, and 
which' wants' to know why (he farmers should be asked to take 
less than retail prices when their goods are delivered fresh and 
in good:6rder at the door of the consumer. 


1 it might be said that where the profits of the middleman are 
eliminated: it would, perhaps, , be no more than fair for the 
producer' and the consumer to'rJivide I he saving. Under such 
an arrangement the farmer would get more and the consumer 
\yould -pay less than under the old system. This would make it 
an object for both to. do business through the parcel post, arid 
it would seem that such an arrangement should be mutually 
satisfactory and advantageous.

limited use of the parcel post in sending produce from the 
country jo Hie. cities, it would appear that a majority of city. 
dwellers. sf ill :de'man<l the services of the middleman and are 
willing to pay for them. Most of these people do their order- 
ing by telephone and the goods are promptly brught to their 
doors. Most of them also demand credit, which is something 
thai has fo.be paid for in the price of the goods. Rut the con- 
venience 'of .'this system is very great and it is, perhaps, not 
strange that people habituated to it. are slow to avail them- 
selves. of such savings as could be^effected by recourse to the 
parcel post 'and direct dealing witfijp'roducers."
